PROGRESS IN THE PATENT OFFICE.

Striking Evidenee of the Natlon's Ad-
vance In Eighteen Years.

The patent ofMce is the place to study
progrese and to recognize the great advance
that has been made In elvilization during
the last elghteen ysars—greater than at
#uy simllar period of the world's history.
I we were thrown back only a decade we
would find ourselvea deprived of numerous
comforts and convenlences and labor saving
machinery which have become necessaries
of life and whose value would be reallzed
only if we were to be deprived of them.
Mr. Charles H. Duell, the present commis-
sloner of patents, who has, during the few
months he has been In charge, earned the
reputation of a model officlal, may be sald
to bave inherited the office, for his father
was commissioner In 1876, at the period when
the greatest stimulus was given to American
invention by the exhibitlon made under his
direction at the Centennlal exposition at
Philadelphia,

At that time,"” remarked Commissioner
Duell to & Chicago Record correspon-
dent, "It was belleved by many that the
fuventions there exhibited represented the
highest development possible in the indus-
trial arts, but from our standpoint, at the
close of the century, we see that it had only
just begun. For three years afterward
there wos & falllng off in the number of
applications for paients recelved, but in 1880
the boom began and has been continued
until last year the number was 6,000—more
than twice the total received In 1876. The
total last year was 47,905,

“The reputation of the Yankees for in-
ventive genius |s maintained heroically. Our
total number of patents now exceeds 600,000,
In 1807 It wan 674,360, to 286,081 for France,
252,000 for Great Britaln, 113,384 for Ger-
many and 139,742 for Belgium. Connecticut
continues to be the home of lnventors and
last year got one patent for every 786 of her
inhabltanta. Next In order are Massachu-
setts, one to every 1,180; District of Colum-
bia, ona to every 1,216, New Jersey, one to
evary 1,421; New York, one to every 1,585,
The foweat patents were grantsd In pro-
portion to the number of Inhabltants in the
following states: South <Carolina. one to
every 38,3T1; North Carolina, one to every
17,397; Misslssippl, one to every 16.120;
Alabama, one to every 15,608, and Georgia,
one Lo every 14,138,

“What inventlons have had the highest
commerclial value?' 1 asked.

“The colton gin, the sewing machine, the
solf-binding harvester, barbwire fencing,
the roller flour mill, sulphlte paper process,
the telephone, the application of electricity
to light and power, the typewrlter, the bl-
oycle, photography, the cash register, alu-
minlum and basic steel process, by which
they produce steel from phosphorus, and
therefore capable of being worked when
cold. The fear that these labor-saving In-
ventions, which have revolutionized Indus-
try, would deprive people of employment
has not been realized. On the contrary
they have opened new flelds and created a
demand for labor that s upprecedented. In
manufacturing Industries the capltal in-
vested Increased over 120 per cent from 18RO
to 1880, or from $2,780,766,805 to $6,189,507 -
785, The pumber of employes Increased
from 2,700,732 to 4.476,884. The average
yvearly wages of employes, which In 1859 was
but $247, increased to $420 in 1590. 1 bhe-
lleve that the next census will show even a
greater Increase durlpg the present decade,

“The typewriter alone has furnished em-
ployment for hundreds of thousands of
women, has increased the consumption of
statlonery to an extent that cannot be con-
celved and has contributed enormously to
the revenues of the postal service. The use
of the typewriter ls universal among busi-
ness houses and professlonal men, A state-
ment was published a year ago that In
thirty-four office buildings In New York City
3,428 were In use. Agencles for the sale of
typewriters, dealers In supplies and schools
for teaching thelr use are found in every
town. There was no report of this Industry
in the census of 1880, but in the census of
1800 there were 1,081 schools, with over 57.-
GO0 puplls, nearly all of them women. Since
then the industry has enlarged enormously.
The exports of typewriters for the last year
were valued st $1,566,9186,

“The bleyele Industry Is even greater. In
1805 more than §$100,000,000 and over 50,000
workmen wern employed In thelr manutac-
ture and the output in 1897 waas over 1,000,-
000 wheels,

The first electric railway was put in oper-
ation & little more than ten years ago, In
1807 the mileage wan 15,765, the capital 1n-
vested was nearly §1 000,000,000 and tne
number of employes was 166,000,

“In 1880 the telepbone wns a novelly, a
toy, now It Is a necessity of life. Every town
has Its telephone system and the production
of copper wire to supply It alone empioys
thousands of men.
